Important initiative approved by UN 


ON VIENNA TALKS 


New York. The UN General 
Assembly lias approved a decla- 
ration on tha prevention of nu- 
clear catastrophe. This decision 
Is regarded within the UN as a 
big victory for all peace forces 
and as being a significant step 
along the road towards staving 
off the military threat now 
hanging over our planet. 

The document, which owes Its 
origin to the Soviet Union and 
which won the aupport of an 
overwhelming number of UN 
members, proclaims the first use 
of nuclear weapons aa being an 
extremely serious crime against 
humanity. Tha General As- 
sembly solemnly declared that 


there will be no Justification of, 
□or pardon for, officials who go 
ahead with -first use of nuclear 
weapons. Delegates further 
stressed that the laws governing 
human morality and Uie high 
Ideals Of the UN are Incom* 
pSUbla with any doctrine al- 
lowing for the first use of nu- 
clear weapons and with any ac- 
tions driving the world closer to 
catastrophe. . 

The declaration provides yet 
additional proof that the Soviet 
proposals for averting military 
danger, and checking the arms 
race have. gained worldwide, sup- 
port. Significantly, Iha USA and 
1U closest ' allies °8 9 IM 

the Soviet Initiative. 


Vienna. The 25ih round has 
ended in Vienna of the talks 
concerning the mutual reductions 
of arms and armaments In 
Central Europe. On the final day 
the plenary meeting was ad- 
dressed by the leader of the So- 
viet delegation, Ambassador 
V. Mikhailov, He summed up 
the results of tha . round and 


noted with regie! . that It bad 
contributed not a single agreed 
or stated provision to the nego- 
tiations. Neither had ■ the dele- 
gates found any solutions regard- 
ing (he prime problem of reduc- 
ing the armed ’ force* and ar- 
maments, as the West exercised 
no essential readiness to search 
for just and mutually acceptable 
solutions.

Tiro launching of the nuclear- 
powered Ice-breakers like "Le- 
nin", "ArkUka'*, "Siblr" on the 
Arctic sea routes, with tbo 
foil rib such ship. “Roasla", now 
under construction el tho Le- 
ningrad Baltllsky yards, have 
niGilo It possible to navigate the 
r-astern— Kara— sector of the po- 
lar seas all the year round. It 
is now possible to nil along tho 
entire Northern Sea Route from 
the Barents Sea to the Pacific. 

This route uflers the most ad- 
vantages However, there Is a 
problem, concerning. tha unload- 
ing in shallow water or tonnes 
of cargo destined for the new 
towns, settlements and (nines on 
the Arctic coast. The nuclear- 
powered LASHs will help tackla 
this problem, by carrying low- 
draught lighters as far as the 
mouth of the Siberian rivers, or 
close to shore for subsequent 
unloading operations. 

Each LASH Is designed to 
carry 74 lighters with 3ffl tonnes . 
of cargo, aboard, says deputy 
elder designer V. Vorobyov. A 
special ship crane can unload or 
take aboard one lighter within 
15 lo 20 minutes. 

The new ships will have a 
40 non hp n.iclear plant enabling 
them to sail through the Ice or 
follow in Ihe wake ol atomic ice- 
breakers. Tholi manoeuvrability 
and lea-breaking capability ere 
facilitated by a special device 
protecting Ihe propeller and the 
steering blade from being 
crushed.

ficials hostage, 1 'Zheng Ming" 
monthly said in Its latest Issue. 

The revolt In the town of 
Mollu In Wuchuan County began 
in July and collapsed when Its 
leaders surrendered, It said.

BACKGROUND OF 
ZEBRA STRIPES 

Physicists from Uie Max- 
Planck scientific centre, Ihe 
FRG. have carried out a com- 
puter analysis on zebra stripes. 
They wanted to find out whether 
nature had endowed the animals 
with while stripes on s black 
background or with black stripes 
on a white barkgimiini. Far hum 
being a matter ol telle curiosity 
this was essential (nr studying 
the evolution nl the species. It 
proved to be a dtltlcull and 
exacting problem, as the com- 
puter programme was compiled 
from dozens of photographs. It 
took the computer several at- 
tempts before it ascertained with 
a probability oi .T1 pet cent that 
it was the white stripes that 
havo developed on the black 
background. 

A rather more confident an- 
swer lo this question has been 
offered by genetics specialists 
from Britain, who have studied 
the minutest details In the pig- 
ments ol zebra cells. They claim, 
that the zebra ancestors who 
went around without s’ripes 
were In fact dark- brown. 

KOREAN LOCH NESS 
MONSTER IS HUGE 
BEAR 

One of the most beautiful 
spots In North Korea is Peaktus- 
an Mountain near the border 
with China In the north. After 
a volcano erupted here. In the 
lBlii century, a large lake, which 
was given the name ol Chkhon* 
chi, appeared at the height of 
three thousand metres In its 
crater, tourists often come here 
to admire the scenic beauty. Re- 
cently some have brought back 
stories of a strange beast seen 
in the vicinity of the take. Each 
Urns the animal was spotted at 
a considerable distance from 
human being. Rumours about a 
strange animal the size of a 
large bull soon began to spread 
and attracted the attention of 
scientists. An expedition sent to 


the lake last summer sighted the 
beast and took photos ol it. The 
mysterious antinal has turned 
out to be a huge black bear. No 
one knows how it got to the 
area. 

STARAGE HEATER 
FOR HOTHOUSES 

French specialists havo de- 
veloped an unusual storage 
device which accumulates solai 
heat, releasing It when neces- 
sary. 

The device, consisting of a 
box of blatk iiltravlolel-priiol 
polyethylene, Is meant lor use In 
hothouses. 

The 2 litre hux contains 
hydrated salts on a sodium base, 
which under temperatures ol 
15.6 degrees Centigrade are 
transformed from liquid into 
solid stain. During the day. mi- 
ller the tin pact of solar light, the 
salts remain In liquid stale and 
Accumulate heat, while at night, 
v.-hen temperatures drop below 
melting point, they solidify with 
the release of accumulated heal.

A COMPUTER 

It has been proved that rather 
than registering individual let- 
ters. the eye chooses automati- 
cally, depending on the com- 
plexity of the material, groups 
of letters of varying lengths. A 
fast reader, who can cope with 
350 words per minute, takes a 
hundredth fraction of a second 
to "recognize” one letter. 

Is it possible for the human 
eye to take In Information at a 
greater speed? Since scientists 
themselves have been unable to 
answer this question, Dr Ray- 
mond Briggs, from the Califor- 
nia Institute of Technology, re- 
sorted to the help of a computer 
which replied: 'Wo”. Neverthe- 
less, Dr Briggs believes that the 
computer If '‘not entirely con- 
vinced” by IU verdict.

Innumerable monaateiles. cailicdrals and churches branch 
oil from tho plnk-walled Kremlin dotting the banks ot the 
Volkhov River. In fact there are more than 4,000 historic and 
cultural monuments in this area. Many ot those ancient build- 
ings, although no longer used lor worship, servo as a re- 
minder of the skills In architecture, sloue cutting and artistic 
rendering practised by the Novgorod people. 

A Gospel found by the Novgorod museum-reserves, has 
been dated as more than 400 years old. According to tho 
museum this edition contained about 000 pages and was 
printed In 1554-1564, In Novgorod. Ten copies were made 
but only one has reached us. The printer however remains 
unknown, but the names of (he letter cutters are recorded as 
Vasyuk Nikiforov and Marhusha Nefedyev. Both craftsmen 
were later called by Ihe writ of Ivan the Terrible lo the Ivan 
Pyodorov prlntshop In Moscow.

LEARN SELF- 
CONTROL 

For a long lime It was believed 
that such objective (actors as 
heartbeat frequency and the 
rhythm of an electroencephalo- 
gram were beyond human con- 
trol. But scientists at tho Lenin- 
grad I. P, Pavlov Institute of 
Physiology, at the USSR Acad- 
emy of Sciences, have discovered 
that ordinary people, after a 
short training session can change 
both the frequency of heartbeat 
and the rhythm of an electroen- 
cephalogram. Tha two processes, 
moreover, are interconnected 
and the limits of the change ate 
fairly wide-ranging: a person can 
make Ills heart heat incrcaso or 
decrease by ten heals per min- 
ute. This ability to control tha 
activity or the heart and brain 
can he used to combat neurosis. 

A SHIPWRECK OR A 
SUBMERGED TOWN1 

Tiie storm raged near Cape 
Melovy on ibo Caspian Sea (or 
several days. When lha sea 
finally calmed, ancient ceramic 
vessel fragments were found 
washed up on the beach, by a 
group of schoolchildren. The 
regional history museum took In- 
terest In the finds, resulting In 
an expedition sent from Iho In- 
stitute ol Archaeology of the 
USSR Academy of Sciences. They 
determined that the mysterious 
vessels were mode approximately 
between the IPth and 12th cen- 
turies. 

Yet, how did these ancient 
relics find their way to this 


seaside bay? Opinions divide, 
some historians behoving that a 
ship loaded with these vessels 
was wrecked oft the desolate 
Capo Mangyshlak. While others 
believe that a town existed In 
this area and was submerged by 
the Caspian Sea a long lime ago. 
Tha latter hypothesis has a cer- 
tain [otindallon underlying Its 
reasoning. Some time ago tho 
mysterious town Byandovan was 
discovered off the opposite const 
of the Caspian. Tills town was 
flooded, during the sama period 
of time given to the manufac- 
ture of tho vessels. 

A similar tragedy could have 
happened In Ihe vicinity ol the 
town ol Shevchenko. The inyst- 
nry, however, may be solved as 
frogmen will film the seafloor 
ami the vessels will receive 
g i eater scrutiny by experts. 

FOLK MEDICINE 
IS THE ANSWER 

The turpentine made from 
pine and fir, has linen used In 
folk medicine since lime imme- 
morial as an nnll-mlcrobo cure. 
It has recently helped tho sci- 
entists In the Timber Chemist: y 
Institute of the Latvian SSR 
Academy of Sciences develop a 
pesticide harmless lo plants, 
animals and people. 

The tnslllutu succeeded 
through chemical means to 
strengthen the biological activity 
of separated natural acids. Tho 
resulting preparation eliminates 
the growth of microscopic fungi, 
which . previously caused mil- 
dew in grain crops, flowers and 
berries. This new formula both 
cures nml prevents the spread- 
ing ot lire disease In flora. Tills 
conclusion was made by liotn- 
nisls who staged c* pertinents in 
fields and greenhouses. 


OLD RIDA RECONSTRUCTED 


Tire old galleries of Riga, 
which housed the shopB of small- 
scale merchants 100 years ago, 
are now being renovated for the 
use al specialized stores dealing 
In goods for sports and tourism. 
After reconstruction this archi- 
tectural monument ot the lQtb 
century will acquire the charac- 
teristic features of a modern 
trading complex. Tills decision 
was undertaken by the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Riga CUy 
Soviet. Specialists have cal- 
culated that the reconstruction 
will be 10-12 Umes cheaper than 


a new building, and the trade 
organizations of the Latvian 
capital agreed with this estimate. 

Second-hand shops will oc- 
cupy a whole block In lha old 
storage facilities. Shops selling 
musical Instruments and other 
entertainment paraphernalia will 
also be Included in the new 
complex. 

This recently adopted pro- 
gramme envisages a twofold In- 
crease by 1985 of trade, without 
any need of building new pre- 
mises. 



Man, medicine 
and technological 
revolution

In Moscow recently the All- 
Union Scientific Society for Me- 
dical Technology held Its second 
congress. Ten million scientists, 
engineers end specialists from 
diverse Helds make up the so- 
ciety’s membership. 

Science and technology have 
produced a veritable revolution 
in medicine. Doctors era now 
able to give a more detailed ex- 
planation ol both normal out! ab- 
normal processes In the human 
Indy, and many new methods 
have been devised for diagnos- 
ing, treating, and preventing 
disease. 

Electronic optics has enabled 
doctors to visualize the structure 
ot Ihe cell, to aee Infinitesimally 
small formations within IL and 
to perceive a virus. 

Many new methods have been 
found ol restoring the tailing 
functions of the body. Some now 
equipment In this field Includes 
the kidney machine, artificial 
lungs, electronic pacemakers nnd 
heart dellbrIUation devices. Such 
machines have saved many 
lives. 

In recent years eflorl9 have 
been made lo creato an ar- 
tificial heart. Such a bean has 
been used to support the file of 
animals for lengthy periods of 
I trae. Work In this Held Is being 
conducted Jointly by Soviet and 
American scientists. The lime Is 
not tar oil when. In emergencies, 
doctors will be able to exchaoige 
tho detective human heart lor a 
man-made one. 

Considerable experience has 
been gained In replacing blood 
vessels, tissues and bones by 
plasllc parts. 

Physicists have found new 
sources ol radiation for cancer 
treatment. Although not a com- 
plete substitute for the lancet 
these sources often provide an 
effective means for treating 
tumours. Ultrasound Is being 
used U> diagnostics and treat- 
ment. 

In surgery, successful use has 
been made ot lasers which, for 
example, "weld" the retina back 
Into place In cases which before 
led lo blindness, lo burn out 
malignant tumours, to stopping 
bleeding, and lo many other 
operations. 

One of the most Important 
achievements In modern science 
Is Ihe creation of computers, 
which together with other elec- 
tronic equipment, het as reliable 
allies for doctors In dlagnoattcs 
and treatment. 

Hopeful prospects have been 
opened up (or Irana pooling 
vital parts Of Ihe body, (dr 'In- 
stance, kidneys, liver and heart, 
Uke other fields ol natural 
science medicine today, by 
making nee ot methods drawn 
from mathemetfttai cybemetfcs, 
phyalcs end cbaabUy U beccon- 
bf ext increasingly exact setawe.

detachment. That would bo a Blm. be said, about 
a parson, vory close to me. 

As I sen ll r such a film would not only pay 
homage lo Iho exploits of guerrilla liaison offlcor 
Galina Prokopenko, but would also partly lift the 
veil of secrecy surrounding Bodlon himself— 
because Nakbapelov** cinematic activities have 
obviously been affected by the somewhat roman- 
tic history of his birth (while still In hla mother's 
womb he spent some lime in a Gestapo dungeon), 
and by the whole story of his mother's life. 
Though mortally II L she kept on teaching and 


wrote a history oi her guerrilla delachment. 

This might have something to do wllb Ibe fact 
that people he plays In Rims aie so very pure 
and uocorrupled and appear to be so amazingly 
youthful, even (hough, as II happens, Rodion 
always acts the parts of people older Ibnn him- 
self. 

This could also be the reason why, fresh from 
(he Institute of Cinematography, he was already 
spiritually mature enough to act the pari of Vla- 
dimir Lenin (an extremely difficult but. In blB 
admission, his most favourite role) In Mark Don- 
skoy's dllogy "A Mother's Heart" and "A 
Mother’s Faithful ness" . This could be the reasou 
why directors so readily cas! blm In the parts of 
romantic heroes who And themselves In 
emergency situations — like intelligence officer 
Maxim Isayev, for liutaace, In Boris Grigoryev's 
Rim "The Password Is Not Needed" (script by 
Yulian Semyonov), or cameraman PoloUky In 
Nikita Mikhalkov's ‘"The Slave of Love 11 and 
fiery revolutionary Benodlcto In Vylautas Zala- 
kovldus' “The Sweet Word— Liberty". 

Romanticism and spirituality are i oho rent In 
pracllqally all Nakhapelov's rales. Evan when 
subject "to confused feelings", bis herons still 
retain (heir spiritual Integrity and stick by their 
moral maximalism. Investigator Shamanov In 
Gleb Panfilov's “Valentina", one of Nakhapetov's 
more recent film appearances, Is a more complex 
character; he Is not aa straightforward and un- 
compromising as Nakhapetov's heroeB In the films 
“Young Lovers" and “Tenderness’' by Uzbek 
director Slyer Ishmukliammedov, bul ho loo Is 
not wtlhonl Him moral flbre and purity ol heart. 

But what are Ihe Ingredients ol this spiritual 
harmony, which thematically underlie Nakbape- 
tov’s activities as actor and director! II we 
recollect all bis works In Aims (he has already 
directed four movies, "With end Without You”, 
'To Ibe End or the Earth", “Enemies", and “Don’t 
Shoot at Ihe White Swans"), giving due credit to 
his creative style end professionalism, we Had 
that there Is one quality above all others* that 
lies at the besis of his work— and that Is love. 
Love Is Ihe strongest thing In the world, which 
achieves (he Impossible and which can radically 
cfaango tho course of one's life.
